at least five months in each year. 


5. A trusnt and vagrant law, by .winch 


every child between tbe ages of six and six- 
teen years, not attending any school; or. 
without any regular and lawful occupation, 
br growing up in Ignorance, may be com- 
mitted to some suitable institution, or hound 
as an apprentice at some good home; for 
education, lid ol learning some useful trade. 


6. Tbe establishment of evening schools 


in every town,for tbo benefit of ail persons 
oyer sixteoD years of age, who may desire lo 
attend. 


7. A constitutional enactment, 
which 


shall require of every person who shsll pos- 
sess a franchise in the State, a certificate of 
his ability to read and write. 


With such agouc:e3 in effective operation, 


we may hope to remove the juvenile illitera- 
cy of the State iu a short time, aud to se- 
cure to every child tho blessings which tho 
intelligent only enjoy. In support of these 
measures tho great body of our enterpris- 
ing capitalists would undoubtedly unite, and 
with tho willing co-operation of the peoplo 
whoso support U certain in every true re- 
form, we may hope to advance iu Ihe next 
decade towards a better condition nnd his- 
tory.

nificant number of persons nothing more Is 
needed than a knowledge of the enormous 
difficulties attending the transfer of laud in 
that country. Under the present law an 
acre of land cannot be sold until the intend- 
ing purchaser has been supplied with an ah- 
slrsct of title for tho previous sixty years 
and the original deeds upon which the ab: 
stract is based. Every event and change of 
ownership during those sixty years must be 
veriSed, and the llfeof every annuitant and 
heir-at-law must be given. It is evident 
that the cost of a transfer of a small piece of 
Und is as great, with all these restrictions, 
as for tho transfer of a hrgo estato. The 
percentage for transfer is large in proportion 
to the valuelessness of tho land transferred. 
Ilonco transaclions in land rarely take place 
except upon a scale suited only to the 
pcc'fets of tho largo capitalists. Tho evils 
of this system are unreservedly admitted 
and universally bewailed. Bills have b*cn 
prepared to remedy the evils, and leading 
statesmen have warmly Indorsed them, But, 
on tho old plea of overpressure of legislative 
business, the present system of law transfer 
will continue in operational least for an- 
other year.

The wLole empty space 
ill the bottlo will then bccom luminous, and 
tbe light obtained will bo eiijal to that of a 
lamp. Ae soon as the light grows weak its 
power can be increased by opening the vial 
and allowing a fresh supply of air to enter, 
In wiulcr it is sometimes necessary to heat 
thcvinl between the hnnds to increase the 
fluidity of Ihe oil. Thus prepared tho vinl 
may be used for six months. This contriv- 
ance is now used by the watchmen of Paris 
in all maga/.iues where explosive or iuftam- 
mab'e materials are stored.
